LESS SATISFACTORY 
The annual meeting of shareholders 
in A. S. Watson & Co, Limited, waa 
held at noon to-day. 
The Chairman, (Mr. H. Humphreys), 
in his address, “said;— 
I

regret that we have to come be-[, 


fore you this year with a less satisfac- 
tory xeport than for some tlme pre- 
viously. . : 
Generally speaking, business in tho 
Colony has not been good, and I havo 
to echo the remarks made by the Chair- 
man at the recent meeting of the Hong 
Kong Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
that not until settled conditions obtajn 
in China, especially in the South, can 
we hope for much improvement in our 
trade locally or at Canton. One factor 
which caused a considerable falling off 
in our business was the shortage of 
water resulting from the drought ex: 
perlenced during the first half of tho 
year 1929; also, the ensuing months of 
the year were unusually cool and rainy, 
both of which conditions affected sales 
in our _acrated water business. We 
had figured that the outpul at our 
North Point factory would be consider- 
ably more. in 1929 than 1928 and had 
increased our staff with that oxpecta- 
tion in view. Unfortunately the oppo- 
site was the case, the output being 
considerably lesa and the charges more. 
We first had to obtain water by towed 
lighters, from the Pearl River, and 
then to construct 8 pipe line and dam to 
obtain fresh water at Rennies Mill, 
Junk Bay, and to arrange for its spe- 
cial transport, all of which put tho 
Company to very great expense. We 
also had to transfer a good portion of 
our export business to Canton, and this 
greatly militated against profits. But 
for these factors, ‘we could: cortainly 
have recommended paying to share- 
holders a dividend of 8 per cent., and 
placing something to Reserve Fund, , 
Small additions to buildings at Pak 
Hin Hok, Honam Tsland, Canton, and 
ot North Point will have been noted. 
The accounts otherwise call for but 
Httle comment; stocks {n trade show o 
considerable decrease as compared with 
the previous year, but altered conditions

For nearly half a century, that is 
to say over since Britain’s foreign 
competitors were . beginning to 
nibble at our overseas markets, there 
has been a serious and sustained 
effort to belittle and misrepresent 
Sheffield and her products and so to 
dethrone her from her position as 
Queen of the Steel World. 

And yet stde by side with this 
campaign of defamation her com- 
petitors, in order to induce people to 
buy from them, were fraudulently 
marking their own stuff with the 
magic word “Sheffield” and 
frequently counterfeiting the 
tamiliar trade-marks of well known 
Sheffield firms. While this was 
evidence of the high esteem of their 
customers for the Sheffield product, 
it told very ‘severcly against 
Shefficld’s reputation and trade, for 
these spurious “Sheffield goods 
were usually of very bad quality. 

In fact, had it not been that 
Sheffield’s prestige was founded, on 
a very solid rock, this dishonest 
policy, which endures till- to-day, 
might well have killed her. For- 
tunately, however, the best buyers 
throughout the world knew tho 
qualities ‘of genuine Sheffield +stec! 
go well that this fraud was seen 
through by all but the least 
sophisticated of them. 

And then came the great War, 
when: for more than four years 
Sheffield was forced to drop nearly 
all of her vast overseas trade and 
to allow her carefully elaborated 
sales organisations to rust and 
decay, In the meanwhile, the 
whole of her brains and hands were 
devoted to the service of her coun- 
try while her connection and trade 
were being taken over by neutral 
countries and the U.S.A. who were 
non-combatants during the most 
important period of the war. 

Then, when the war was over, 
Sheffield had to face the fact that 


aa, FOCrMany and Belgium and other 


continental steel producing coun- 
tries ware very far more serious 
competitors than they had been in 
pre-war days. This was because 


‘their output capacity thad been

At that period it was nojsed

teaching the world to use poor 
quality steels, when there was no- 
thing better to be had, and Japan 
had been usurping Germany's 
former function of flooding certain 
markets with a very poor quality of 
steel tools,, Jt was therefore the 
genuine opinion of the continental 
firms that the millenium of the 
[cheap steel makers was at hand 
and that Sheffield was destined to 
be Jeft out in the cold. 

There was some excuge for this 
misapprehension for, quite apart 
from the handicapping influence 
mentioned above, Sheffield had other 
severe difficulties to overcome. The 
war had left her with her ' pro- 
ductive capacity more than, doubled

the production of heavy and other 
armaments. .Her: order-sheet was

population. Sheffield. had,. in fact, 


to remake herself to. suit a new 
world where prices were cut, money 
scarce with customers, international 
credits at their very. lowest ebb, and 


competition far. more relentlessthan, 


had ever been dreamed of: before the

quality, It was this ‘great. virt 
and her own dogged ‘perseverance . 


had kept fer at the top of the steel 
world, ao far froth being relaxed in 
order to rééaice outlay, la carried on 
to-day gith more vigour and 
patience than ever. The result is 
that Sheffield is farther ahead of 
her foreign competitors than ever 
in thd praduction of all those highly 
selentifie steela which now are 
essential for nearly all purposes that 
are out of the ordinary rut; 

Yes, fortunately, although the 
world now uses’ an immense amount 
of id@@ior steels for work which 
requires: nothing better, there is a 
growing tendency for the users of 
steel who understand what quality 
means %to become more and more 
exacting ig their specifications and 
it fs wit ch people that Sheffield 
carries on her trade. 

It! has been malntalned that 
“Sheffield never loses an order ex- 
cept on price?” and, if not Hterally 
true in every case, it serves at al! 
events to-describe the situation in 
a general way, 

It is the prowd boast of some of 
our foreign competitors that of 
Inte years they have gone ahead 
more rapidly than Britainy in the 
production of steel. If we count 
by tonnage, and tonnage alone, 


there is some truth in the assertion. 


It must, however, be borne in mind 


‘that by! far the greater part of their 


tonnage is made up of a cheap 
class of steel which does not come 
within the horizon of Sheffield at 
all Thus the comparison is no 
more sound than it would be if one 
were to judge the output of an ex- 
pensive motor car by that of a 
Ford, 

What our foreign detractors do 
not say, however, and consequently 
what the world never hears, fs that 
the regult of Sheffeld’s strenuous 
fight, in the face of truly appalling 
odds, is that the output of Sheffield 
to-day is considerably more than it 
evar was before the war’ and that 
her qualities, which cover a vastly 
wider range of steels of a far higher 
grade’than were known . in those 
days, are better than ever. 

Her rivals have made much 
capltal out. of the allegation that 
Sheffield is not working to-day to 
full capacity. The only reason for 
this is that her full capacity at the 
present time is so much greater 
than it was before the war that 
her present orders, though not 
enough to make her fully busy just 
now, would in pre-war days have 
constituted a very considerable 
“boom.” . Statistics: show that last 
year Sheffield exceeded her highest 
pre-war record by more thun 340,- 
000° tons. 

As a matter of fact work in 
Sheffield to-day is very unevenly 
distributed, 'somer firms being slack 
and others . very busy. Most of 
the gaps which require filling occur 
in some of the big armament firms 
who have found it far more difficult 
to transform to peace conditions 
than those who do not go ‘in for 
heavy special work. Besides, there 
‘js a vital reason why Britain cannot 
scrap all her armament plant, and 
yet strenuous efforts have been 
made to adapt most of these 
Works to fit the new, conditions. .

to-day are as busy. as can be.| 


Several of them are working 24 
hours a day {n all or some of their 
departments and quite a number of 
them have actually increased their 
works afnce peace was declared. In 
fact,-further. important extensions 
of plant are. in hand at the present 
day. 

Perhaps the or outstanding 
proof, of the wonderful. quality of 
‘Sheffield steels is found in the fact 
that injo. practically all those coun 
tries’ which are sheltered. by. high 
‘tariff walls, often ‘erected purposely 
to exclude: British .goods, Sheffield 
steel.’ manages to find- an -entry.

CRIMES OF JEALOUSY

Prison, when, he gave evidence be- 
fore the Select’ Committee which 
is .considering th stion of 
capital punishment. + 

His suggested alternatives were: 

1, Death penalty,. for “frat. 
degree” murders; arid’} , : 

2, Imprisonment*fer murders 
committed under sugh-emotional 
stress a3 jealousy 6r despair. 
Dr. Methven sald: | 

‘If capital puggpiment were 
abolished many faves would 
arm themselves an@™Mill in order 
to reduce the chance of arrest. 

‘They would argue that a sen- 
tence of Imprisonment youst fol- 
low arrest for theft; murder 
would merely Increase the length 
of such imprisonment. 

There are murders sd diaboll- 
cal and cruel that the criminal 
should not be allowed to live. 
There were some mitrdera, how- 

ever, where the perpetrator was 
labouring under great emotional 
stress—-for example, Jealousy or 
despair—and for’ which the judge 
was compelled to page sentence of 
death. 

These were the cases of murder 
which could be dealt with by other 
methods than ‘capital punishment. 
His experience was that such cases 
did well in prison. 

Prison as Alternative 
\The penalty of death.should only 


_|be carried out In murders of the 


“first degree.” Judges in certain 
cases should be given the dis- 
cretion to pass a sentence of im- 
prisonment. : 
Another way out of the difficulty 
would be to enlarge tho legal de- 


finition of manslaughter to include 


certain cages now defined as 
murder, such as suicide pacts and 
where there is a well-defined pro- 
vocation of an emotional kind. 

Murder of the first degree was 
not a crime common among women: 
He, did not think pny harm would 
be ‘done by abolishing: capital 
punishment for women,

CHANGES 


“NEW TRADES AND NEW 
FACTORIES

In the vicinity of London there are 
now o number of what are really 
small towna which have been built 
to meet the needa of new induatriea 
and their workers.

Expansion. Welcomed 


This expansion has been warmly 
welcomed as off-setting to some ¢x- 
tent the bad trade and the lack of 
activity In certain northern indus- 
tries. But there has been a ten- 
dency to read into it a condemna- 
tion of the indugtrial north. Many 
students have imagined not mere- 
ly that certain new trades were 
being developed in the South, but 
that these facts indicated that the 
‘old industrial supremacy of the 
North was threatened, that {t was, 
indeed, in process of decay. 

This conclusion is at variance 
with the facts. There haa been a 
long and painful depression In the 
coal, iron, cotton, wool, and ship- 
building industries, all of which 
are mainly. situated in the North 
of England. But these basic Indus- 
tries must remain where they aro, 
and as conditions improve the 
many accessory trades carried on 
In the- same areas also improve. 
But apart from that, other indus- 
tries are being developed in the 
North. In on excellent article re- 
cently published in The Times, it 
was pointed out that, although the 
Manchester district has suffered 
from ‘the decline in the cotton 
trade, it has developed. a greater 
export trade in textile machinery.

The after-war growth of clectri- 
cal enginesring has also brought 
employment to the North. Judging 
from the number of persons em 
ployed, the expansion of electrical 
engineering works round Manches- 
ter during the past six years is at 
least fifty per cent. and it ranges’ 
from the most gigantic construc. 
tional undertakings to the amallest 
electrical fittings. The production 
by Lancashire firms of locomotive 
and stationary steam engines for 
railways, collleries, and other In- 
dustries has also substantially in- 
creased. That the motor car in- 
dustry has been largely developed 
In the South fs true, but even #0 
some of the largest firms have their 
works in the neighbourhood of 
Manchester. ‘, 3 

In the chemical Industry, . the 
paper industry, in rubber works 
and tyre making, in steel tubing, 
and in a large number of other 
works there have been wonderful 
developments, New seed-crushing 
and milling industries ‘have-‘been 
started in Manchester, Liverpool, 
Hult and other places. In Liver- 
pool a whole host’ of new enter- 
prises. have been started, employ- 
ment having been found for an- 
other 7,000 persons in new indus- 
tries connected with the produc.

MODERN. RUGBY 


Broken Rule’s  Far- 
Reaching Results 


“WONDER’ MEN 
Those who are interested in the great 
game which had its origin at Rugby 
School will welcome the recently issued 
“Pootball Records of Rugby: School,” 
which have been collected for the old 
Rugbelan Society by 8 sub-committee 
Including Adrian Stoop and H. J. 
Kittetmaster, the old British inter- 
nationals, who were for many seasons, 
members of the School fiftton. 

‘As Vincent Cartwright, another old 
Rugby boy international, wrote to the 
committee at the time he waa president 
of the Rugby Union, “It brings home 
to those who play or take an interest 
in the game thé part that Rugby School 
has taken in founding, fostering, and 
spreading the game, until its popularity 
has become world wide.” 

A Famous Indiscretion 

The authors, in the most attractiye 
manner, have divided the history of the 
game in the School from 1823 to 1929 
Into arbitrary periods of about 25 years. 
These are : 1823 to 1850—a domestic 
period when William Wobb Elles’ in- 
discretion was gradually adopted and. 
incorporated in the rules; 1850 to 1875, 
when the game began to be appreciated 
outside the School and the Rugby Union 
was formed; 1875 to 1900, when the 
Bchoot abandoned its old exclusivencss 
and adopted the Rugby Union laws; and 
1900 to 1927, recording {ts progress 
under these rules. - ~ 

In the early days the game as played 
by the' School was football and not 
handball, for no one was allowed to run 
with the ball in his grasp towards the 
opposite goal, 


, 


in the latter half of 1823 there waa on 


! interesting development, which origin- 


ated, though without premeditation, 
that change in one of the ‘rules which, 
more than any other, has since dis- 
tinguished the Rugby Schoo! game from 
the Association rules. This was’ tho 
now historic incident of one, William 
Webb Elles, picking the ball up and 
running with it, thus violating one of 
the traditional laws of the game. And 
we are now told for the first time exact- 
ly what happened. : Elles, a town boy, 
who at the age of nine entered the 
school in 1816, seven years later, whilst 
playing Bigsida football, caught the 
ball in his arms, According to the rules 
which then existed Elles should have 
retired back—he could do so as far a8 
he pleased—without parting with the 
ball. The opposing team could only ad- 
yance to the spot where he had caught 
the ball, and were not allowed to ad- 
yance until he had placed it for.some- 
one else to kick, and it 4s ‘steresting 
to note that it was by means of these 
placed kicks that most of the goals were 
scored, Instead of doing this, however, 
Elles for the first time disregarded the 
rule and rushed forward with the ball 
In his hands, thus originating the dis- 
tinctive feature of the Rugby game.

Discussing the a attitude of the 
Chinese in . Singapore. towards 
Shakespeare’s plays Mr. Erle Gillett, 
Professor of Engligh Language and 
Literature at Raffles College says: 

Since I have been in Malaya I 
have had the opportunity of seeing 
some of the English teaching in the 
schools and for eighteen months I 
have been directing the studies of 
my own students at Raffles College, 
and one thing in particular has 
struck me as a result of my obser- 
vations and that is tha great ,and 
perceptive love for the plays of 
Shakespeare shown by Chinese of all 
ages. When there was recently a 
Performance of Hamlet. at the Vic- 
torla Theatre, a large portion of the 
audience was composed of Chinese 
boys and girls and it is imposatble 
to Imagine an audience mor atten- 
tive and appreciative. The actors 
and actresses commented on this and 
said that it was delightfu] to act 
before people who enjoyed every 
seene to the full. 

The same capacity for enjoyment 
{fs shown by Chinese students when 
reading or studying a play of 
Shakespeare, and they are particu. 
larly fond of the great comic charac- 
ters such as Falstaff, Sir Toby Belch 
ahd Sir Andrew Aguecheek, Read-
